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DETAILED ACTION 

This is in reference to response received 27 April 2006 to the office action mailed 
03 April 2006. 

In the response received applicant states that "The term space in claim 1 and 14 
can be interpreted as physical space (e.g., in a building), logical space (e.g., in a server) 
or virtual space (e.g., a business address in a physical location without an actual 
physical presence - see paragraph 29 of the specification). However, claim 13 specifies 
that the space includes physical space in a property. Claim 8 includes both physical 
space and virtual space. Claim 20 refers to logical space (i.e., intranet portal), such as 
on a web server. 

However, examiner disagrees. In claim 8, applicant claims providing virtual or 
physical mall for tenants, and, in claim 20. claims providing an intranet portal accessible 
to tenants for tenants to communicate with each other (e.g. email). 

Applicant is requested to clarify how virtual space differs from logical space, as 
recited by the applicant in the response. 

Applicant recites that: Tenants can be introduced to each other via schedules 
parties (scheduled parties) and during exercise at a club house (among other methods). 
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Applicant is requested to provide how the introduction is performed if the tenants 
are the tenants of the virtual space. 

Applicant claims priority on Provisional Application 60/258,752 in which applicant 
provides the information that applicant is associated with Suntec City in Singapore. 
Applicant is requested to provide the information whether Suntec City which is a 
physical space in Singapore held gatherings to introduce tenants, and if yes, then 
applicant is requested to provide when Suntec City started this practice of introducing 
tenants to each other. 

Did Suntec City have an intranet available for its tenants. If yes, applicant is 
requested to provide information on when was the intranet available to its tenants, and, 
its capabilities. 

Did Suntec City provide internet access to users other than restricting it to their 
tenants, if yes then, applicant is requested to provide information on when was the 
internet access available to users other than its tenants, and, its capabilities. 

To further the prosecution of this application and enable the examiner to properly 
respond to applicant's argument, please clarify how the examiner should interpret the 
limitation on where the tenant is provided the space because the claimed limitation of 
introduction of a tenant in a physical space may require different means and method 
than introduction of a tenant in a web server, and, gathering of information about the 
tenants. Also, please provide the information on how one of ordinary skill in the art can 
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use applicant's invention and introduce a tenant to otiier tenants. Please indicate where 
the support for the claimed limitations can be found in the specification.
